JUDGMENT : 

The question that arises for consideration in this reference 
is whether the Central Governinent in exercise of the powers 
conferred by sub- section ( 1 ) of Section 3 of the Unlawful 
Activitios (Prevention ) Act, 1967 ( 37 of 1967 ) was justified in 
declaring the Liberation Tigers of Tamil Eelam us an " unlaw 
ful association " on the grounds grecified in the Notification 
No. S. O . 330 ( E) dated 14th MAY , 1992 And that sufficient 
çajise has been shown by the Central Government for declai 
ing the Liberation Tigers of Tamil Felam As an unlawful 
association and confirmation of the declaration so made.

Un 11th August, 1992 , when the matter came up 
betore the Tribunal, the Registrar of Tribunal 
brought 10 the notice of the Tribunal that ho 
has recieved certain affidavits / papers filod on behalf of LTTE 
in reply to the show cause notices. However, none appeared 
in support of these alfidavits filed before the Tribunal. How 
cyer , one Mr. Lalit Mohan Gautam , Advocate , put in 
appearance only as a next friend of Mr. V . Rudrakumaran 
of Institute of World Affairs, U .S . A . and wished to place on 
record a cory of the letter received by him from Mr. Rudra 
kumaran . He further sought six week . time on his friend s 
behalf to enable to engage a counsel and represent tho 
case before the Tribunal. Since Mr, Gautam was neither a 
party not put his appearance ag an Advocate on behalf of 
I ITE , his request for adjourning the matter for six weeks 
could not be considerod . However , in the intercat of justico , 
thic papers were placed on record , The matter was renotified 
for 25th August, 1992 


( ii ) LTTE has created the l amil National Retrieval

members to undertake unlawful activities in India ;

In exercise of the powers conforred by sub- sec 
tion ( 1 ) of Section 5 of the Act, the Central Government 
being of opinion that it is necessary so to do , vide Notifica 
tion No. S. O . 416 ( F ) dated 10th June 1992 constituted the 
* Unlawful Activities ( Prevention ) Tribunal" (hereinafter rc 
ferred to as the “ TribunN " ) consisting of Shri Justice P . N . 
Nag , Tudge of the Delhi Iligh . 


On 25 -8 - 1992 , since the LTTE was duly served no causo 
was shown within 30 days from the date of service of the 
notice and none put in appearance on their behalf, LTTE 
was ordered to be proceeded cx farte . However, in the in 
terest of justice , certain affidavit representation , reccived 
by post were placed on record subject to just exceptions and 
objcctions that might be raised against their admissibility 
by learned counsel appearing for the Union of India and 
State of Tamil Nadu . The Tribunal further directed the 
Union of India and the State of Tamil Nadue to produce 
their evidence on affidavits in support of tho declaration 
made by the Central Government. They were also granted 
time to fille counter affidavits / replies to the allidavits / repre 
hontations received and the next date in the mattor was 
fixed as 15- 9 - 1992 . 


Consequently, the affidavity by way of evidence have been 
filed on hehalf of the Union of India and State of Tamil 
Nadu , 


Vide letter No . 1- 11034 / 57 , 92 -ISDI( B ) dated 11th Junc , 
1992 addressed to the Registrir of the Tribuna). Joint Secre 
tary to the Government of India cnclosed a copy of the 
Govelpnient of India , Ministry of Tomc Affairs Notification 
No. 1- 11034 / 57 / 92- SIDI( B ) published in the Gazetted of 
India Extraordinary on the 14th May , 1992 declaring the 
I ITF as an unlawful association under sub -section ( 1 ) of the 
Act for placing it before the Tdibunal for the purpose of 
rdjudicating " whether or not there is sufficient calice for 
declaring the said organization as unlawful" . A resunie le 
garding the aims, objectives and activities of th : said oraoni 
zolion as required under Rule 5 of the Unlawful Artivities 
( Prevention ) Rules, 1968 (hereinaftor referrod to go the 
" Rules" ) was also enclosed with the aforesaid lettet of 11th 
Tune , 1992. 


It may , however , he noticed that one Mr. J . P . Pathak . 
Advocate , fuit in appearance for LTTE on 15- 9 - 1992 and 
also on 22 - 9 1992 and wanted time on the ground that he 
WAS hoping to receive power of attorney on behalf of 
ITTE . Ho also wanted to move some application on behalf 
of the ITTE for adjournment. Since he had neither power 
of attorney in hly favour nor could ho show that he had 
instructions from the LTTE to represent, it wag 
not possible for the Tribunal to adjourn tho 
matter. l urthermore , since the Tribunal ts bound to consider 
the referenco within time bound schedulo , i.e ., within a period 
of six months as ricscribed under the Statute , the caso cannot 
he adjourned indefinitely . 


The Tribunal heard the matter in 1st July , 1992 and 
Orrleied for incance of notice to show cause to Liberation 
Tiger s nf Tamil Felam why the 1ssociation should not he 
declarid as unlawful, returnable on 10th August, 1992. Notices 
were ordered to he served on the available addresses, viz .. 
Inffna University Campus , Jaffna (Sri Lanka ), International 
Sprretariat in UK at 54 , Javistock place . London , WCIH 
9 RG and Shri K . R Segir ( one of the mince hearers of the 
ITTF ), 206 . Dersinghaur Avenue , Manar Park , London , 
F 12 5 OH . Since no address of the Associatinn in India 
was available , notices were further ordered to be published 
in the Indian Forrecs and The Hindu). Tamil Nadu edition , 
in one of the leading newspaper of Sri Lika, rither in " Island " 
or " Virakesari" or any other trading nowspaper and in the 
leading newspaper " Times" of United Kingdom . 


The matter was ultimately argued on 29th September , 1992 , 
11th October, 1992 and 15th October , 1992 and arguments 
Here oliewed by Shri E . X , Joseph , Advocate appearing on 
Junhilf of the Union of India anu by Shri M . N . Krishnamani, 
Senior Allvocote appearing on behalf of the State of Tamil 
Nadu . Nolindy appeared and addressed arguments on behalf 
of the LTTE ,
